THE FREEDOM OF THE SCHOOLS 


It is unfortunate that the m a tte r of the 
freedom 
of 
th*1 
schools to teach w hat they believe to be established should be ques­ 
tioned af thin time. 
Claims are made for freedom cf Speech, fie f­ 
dom of press, freedom of conscience, and these are commonly ac­ 
cepted as the right of people, press or individual. 
But there is a 
comparatively strong attack being m ade at this Erne en the free­ 
dom of the school. 
If the press is tram melled, the freedom of speech denied, the 
freedom of conscience questioned, then either pin ss, or speaker, 
or the individual who is not free to obey Hie prom ptings ol co n ­ 
science, becomes intellectually dishonest. 
If the teaching of t he school is to be censored by the public* 
and each particular p a n of the p /olic is to insist that that which it 
disapproves is to la1 throw n out. there Will lie no end to 
the 
de­ 
m ands for elim ination o f this, or that, or the other. 
There 
are 
many citizens of the U nited S tates who believe th at political econ­ 
om y as at present taught tends to bolster up the capitalist regim e 
which they deploie. There a re ochers who believe that the theories 
that a re taught to medical stu d * H ts are altogether w rong and that 
these are a menace to the w elfare of the people. 
It would seem that as til*1 student of m edicine is expected to 
find out all that he can about the hum an structure and apply his 
knowledge, the engineering student to gain all the knowledge he 
may of the laws of engineering, the student of I hi* world in which 
we •live ought to lie allowed to discover all that he can about the 
law s that govern tile world and teach his findings to those who are 
in his classes. 
If professors are compelled to teach w hat they do 
not believe we are on our way to intellectual dishonesty in the 
schools, and if the1 theories taught are to be determ ined by the u n ­ 
trained mind and the pupil is to dictate to the teacher we will ex­ 
change adventure for tradition and investigation for authoritative 
pronouncem ent, 
"rh*1 laym an v mid not, in most cases, instruct 
th e doctor or the engineer, and yet m any feel free to instruct the 
instru cto r in our schools. 
T ru th m ust bo sought, and th*1 theories 
th at are dem onstrated m ust I>o U ught until b e tte r theories afford 
a more satisfactory explanation.

It is unfortunate that the matter of 
the 
freedom 
of

schools to teach what they believe to be established should be ques­ 
tioned at this time. Claims are made for freedom cf speech, free­ 
dom of press, freedom of conscience, and these arc commonly ac­ 
cepted as the right of people, press or individual. 
Bu I thoro is a 
comparatively strong attack being made at this time GU the free­ 
dom of the school.

If the press is trammelled, the freedom of speech denied, the 
freedom of conscience questioned, then either press, or speaker, 
or the individual who is not free to obey the promptings of con­ 
science, becomes intellectually dishonest. 
If the teaching of the school is to be censored by the public, 
and each particular part of the public is to insist that that which it 
disapproves is to be thrown out. there will be no end to the 
de­ 
mands for elimination of this, or that, or the other. 
There are 
many citizens of the United States who believe that political econ­ 
omy as at present taught tends to bolster up the capitalist regime 
which they deplore. There are ochers who believe that the theories 
that are taught to medical students are altogether wrong and that 
these are a menace to the welfare of the people. 
It would seem that as the student of medicine is expected to 
find out all that he can about the human structure and apply his 
knowledge, the engineering student to gain ail the knowledge he 
may of the laws of engineering, the student of the world in which 
we'live ought to be allowed to discover all that he can about the 
laws that govern the world and teach his findings to those who are 
in his classes. 
If professors are compelled to teach what they do 
not believe we are on our way to intellectual dishonesty in the 
.schools, and if the theories taught are to be determined by the un­ 
trained mind and the pupil is to dictate to the teacher we will ex­ 
change adventure for tradition and investigation for authoritative 
pronouncement. 
The layman would not, in most cases, instruct 
the doctor or the engineer, and yet many feel free to instruct the 
instructor in our schools. Truth must be sought, and the theories 
that are demonstrated must be taught until better theories afford 
a more satisfactory explanation.
